GIRL ENDS LIFE AS 
DENTIST IS JAILED 
ON ATTACK CHARGE 


United Press Leased Wire 
REV AL, Aug. 12.—America should 
co-operate to effect the release of 
Soviet prisoners of other nationali­ 
ties, slowly dying In unspeakable 
misery and torture, Emmet Kilpat­ 
rick, just released from Moscow, de­ 
clared in 
an interview 
with tjie 
United Press today. 
“Prison conditions are unspeaka­ 
ble,” declared Kilpatrick. “The pris­ 
oners are wasting away, their papers 
destroyed, their existence forgotten.” 
Kilpatrick, whose home is in Un­ 
iontown, Ala., spoke for the other 
five 
whose 
release 
was 
brought 
about by Secretary Hoover as a 
condition for famine relief services. 
Many Doomed to Die 
"Even many communists are doom­ 
ed to die if quick relief is not sent 
into Russia,” he declared. “The So­ 
viets are determined that the food 
shall go to the fittest—that the weak 
shall be allowed to perish. 
“That’s what is apt to happen, too, 
if the Soviet leaders are allowed to 
control the distribution of American 
supplies.” 
“I have been in prison since Oc­ 
tober 20, last year,” Kilpatrick said. 
“I was thrown into a filthy prison 
where we were crowded in regard­ 
less of sanitary conditions, let alone 
com fort 
A careful farmer would 
not have herded his sheep into a 
place such as we men of all nation­ 
alities were compelled to occupy. 
“We got some water to drink, but 
we feared it, especially when some 
of the men became IIL 
Our food 
ration was the absolute minimum of 
sour bread. 
I had only two baths 
while In Russia. Deaths were daily 
occurrences. 
In Dungeon Cell 
"Early this 
spring I 
was trans­ 
ferred to Tscheka—the worst prison 
of all. 
“Mediaeval dungeons could have 
been no worse than those damp cells 
we occupied down under the street. 
Fifty of us were cramped into that 
airless and lightless room. 
There 
was no room to stretch out to sleep. 
"I finally fell so seriously ill that 
they removed me to a hospital. Five 
tim es the prison doctors issued or­ 
ders for my removal, and each time 
there was a delay. 
“But I was taken out and sent to 
a hospital. Except that it was clean 
and there was sunlight and fresh 
air. there was little improvement. 
“I still went hungry for things 
that I really needed. There was a 
shortage of medicines. 
Treatment Improves 
“Then on August 7 I was suddenly 
released from custody. No one told 
me why, but my treatment improved 
everywhere. 
“Finally I was placed in a first 
class railway carriage and taken to 
Petrograd, where I spent two days 
without food except what the Csectao- J 
Slovakian Red Cross could furnish. 
Then came the trip with these men 
across the border and our freedom 
here. 
“I can hardly tell the real horrors 
of real conditions in Russia. 
Hos­ 
pitals refuse to take patients unless 
the patients supply their own food. 
The nurses 
and attendants 
are so 
starved that they are unable to per­ 
form their work properly. 
Ninety 
per cent of the doctors and nurses 
are inexperienced and they suffer 
also from 
lack of 
medicines and 
equipment."

and some of the others were not on 
the list furnished Brown by the state 
department, so Brown has asked for 
instructions in the matter. 
The answer of the American offi­ 
cials is expected to reach Brown to­ 
day. 
It is to the effect that all 
Americans should be given the op­ 
portunity to leave the country but 
in case where United States citizens 
of known Bolshevik or radical senti­ 
ments do not make known their de­ 
sires in reasonable time it will not 
be necessary to hold up the negoti­ 
ations for their sake.

Carpenters, painters and ma­ 
sons, many of them wearing lo n g ; 
hair and beards which mark them 
as participants in previous drama- j 
tizations of 
the passion 
of Je su s 
C hrist are restoring the open-air the­ 
ater and villas which had no atten­ 
tion during the war period. 
Busy 
housewives 
are 
preparing 
their homes for the reception of vis­ 
itors who will fill the little village 
next summer. Scene painters are re­ 
building and restoring the represen­ 
tations of parts of the Holy Land 
where Je su s lived and died and rose 
again from the tomb. 
Needlewomen are fashioning robes 
for the apostles and scores of other 
biblical figures who participate in 
the play. Although the cast will not 
be elected by the directors of the 
play until 
October, young 
women 
who have distinguished them selves 
in other religious plays given by the 
Oberammergau folk are fashioning 
simple robes suitable for the role of 
Mary in th * hope that they will be 
chosen to enact the part of Je su s’ 
mother, the highest honor which can 
come to an Oberammergau woman. 
' 
The great auditorium which shel- 
I tors spectators of the Passion Play 
is a wooden structure supported by 
steel trusses. It has seats for 4000 
persons, arranged pu ch after the 
plan of a modern opera house. When 
the play is offered one end of the 
auditorium is removed entirely, and 
the stage stands at some distance 
from the end of the building, in such 
a position that the mountains fur­ 
nish a background for the setting. 
The audience Is entirely sheltered 
in case of rain and the main part of 
the stage has a g la ss roof. 
Even am ong the children of Ober- 
ammergau the reverence for the P as­ 
sion Play is very marked and in 
imitation of their elders they are 
constantly acting in the hope of be­ 
ing chosen for important roles in the 
production given every ten years. 
As good character is insisted upon 
as the baste requirement for partici­ 
pation in the play, the danger of be­ 
ing debarred from a part in the his­ 
toric spectacle 
is held 
constantly 
over the village children and is a 
far better corrective influence than 
the bogeys invented for most chil­ 
dren.

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Action to preserve the state high­ 
ways and county roads hy limiting 
the traffic loads, will be proposed by 
Orange county farm bureau direct­ 
ors at the Regional conference to 
be held at Los Angeles tomorrow, 
it was stated today by Farm Advis­ 
or H. E. Wahlberg. 
"There will be four directors pres­ 
ent from this county,” stated Wahl­ 
berg, ‘*E. E. Campbell of Orange, Dr. 
J. R. Schofield of Buena Park, Sid­ 
ney Saunby of Tustin and myself, 
and we are going to ask for immedi­ 
ate action to be taken in the matter. 
Also, Orange county will take an ac­ 
tive part in all discussions of the 
day.’’ 
Wahlberg declared that among the

United Pres* Leased W ire 
SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 12.—"The 
world must disarm its mind before 
it scraps its fleets.” 
This was the Interpretation of 
Lord NorthclifTe’s statem ent regard 
ing world disarmament, made by H. 
Wickham Steed, editor of the Lon- 
dm Times 
and chief 
assistant to 
Lord Nordcliffe, who was in Seattle 
today. 
"By this,” Steed said, “Lord North- 
cliffe meant that we most get rid of 
our aggressive prejudices—not that 
we must become ‘blinkers.’ 
“We can 
disarm our 
minds and 
still keep our eyes open. No good 
can come from refusing to accept 
existing facts. 
"But great good can come if we 
face the facts with im partial minds 
—with any possible bias in the di­ 
rection of good will.” 
He declared that the people of 
England mast draw away from the 
idea that 
“blood is 
thicker than 
w ater” and

United

The suggestion was advanced that 
the present exemption of $1000 for 
single persons and $2000 for heads 
of families be increased to $1500 and 
$2500, respectively. Finally, however, 
the committee voted against any 
change except in the exemption for 
dependents. 
An increase in the exemption for 
both single persons and heads of 
families woald have meant a loss In 
revenue of between $40,000,000 and 
$50,000,000.

HOLDING DOWN TAX RATE 


The efforts of the board of supervisors to hold the 
county tax rate down to what it was last year— ! .50 
per $100 of assessed valuation inside cities and $I.VU 
outside 
cities— will 
meet 
with 
general 
approval 
throughout the county. 
The demands upon the county right now are un­ 
usual and pressing, the problems that face the suPer" 
visors are difficult of solution, and the effort to hold 
the tax rate down to what it was last year has been 
attended with no small amount of official 
grief. 
The breaking up of portions of the county high­ 
way system by reason of unexpected motor traffic 
has made large expenditures necessary. 
In deciding 
to make road repair and road maintenance and road 
protection the one big thing for the coming year, the 
supervisors without question reached a decision upon 
an emergency of importance. 
The county has a big 
investment in its roads. 
The failure of the state to 
give to the counties adequate protection by laws gov­ 
erning traffic lias thrown the burden of road protec­ 
tion entirely upon the counties. 
Orange county, in 
Southern California, has taken the lead in securing 
adequate truck regulation—at least, adequate so far 
as is within its power, for the counties while having 
power to regulate tonnage cannot regulate the speed 
of trucks. 
The growth of traffic, the increase in 
highway usage, the necessity of keeping every pave­ 
ment in as good condition as possible in order to pre­ 
vent small breaks from developing into big breaks, 
the necessity for extensions of paving projects— these 
things have come upon the supervisors as the one big 
thing that they must see through in a successful and 
comprehensive way this year. 
They realize that by 
meeting the problem in a businesslike way right now 
much can be done to get the damaged highways back 
into the shape they were before unexpected traffic 
harmed them. 
They find that without raising the 
rate they can raise sufficient money to carryout the 
county engineer’s plans as explained in detail in his 
budget, and they have committed themselves to the 
program. 


But to carry out this program without increasing

j sion in the matter of locating people who need this i 
j vocational work and with other state and private 
| agencies. 
“The theory of the law is that it is better for the 
j community to render a man or woman who has been 
j crippled in industry self-supporting than to care for 
him in idleness; and the man himself will certainly be 
much happier if he can find a place again in the army 
of wage earners.

“The new law is a progressive step in humanitar­ 
ian education and its practical working will be 
watched with great interest.”

DEFEATING SWIMMER’S CRAMP 


There is an old and commonly accepted theory 
that the swimmer seized with cramp must either be 
rescued promptly by some one else or drown. 
A 
young girl competing in a five-mile swim in rough 
water recently proved that the contrary is true. 
The course set for this particular contest was from 
a lake bathing beach to a point five miles out from 
shore. 
A high wind made the lake so rough that of 
seven contestants only two completed the course. One 
was the nineteen-year-old girl and the other a man, a 
professional swimmer and lifeguard. 
Twice during the swim the girl was seized with 
cramp. 
Instead of signaling the following boats for 
aid or going down in despair, she turned on her back 
and floated until the muscular contraction had eased. 
Once that process took half an hour. 
Then she 
turned, resumed her stroke, and in spite of the heavy 
seas, beat ber more muscular and experienced op­ 
ponent to the goal. 
The attack of cramp is sudden and acutely pain­ 
ful, but it is interesting to note that it need not be 
fatal if the swimmer can keep his nerve and his head. 
Keeping one’s nerve and head is worth while in 
meeting emergencies on land as well as in the water.

The federal law 
. pledges the government to go “fifty-fifty” with the

of the state legislature in California enacted the neces­ 
sary legislation to take advantage of this act and an 
appropriation of $55,000 a year was made for three 
years to test out the experiment. 
The federal gov­ 
ernment will assign the same amount to this state 
thus making $70,000 a year available. 
“The law," says the Press, “is to be administered 
through the vocational department of the state de­ 
partment of education, under the direction of Dr; E 
R. Snyder, who has made such a remarkable success 
of the administration o f the Smith-Hughes law in this 
state.

Only by such concerted effort can the law be en­ 
forced and heavy loss and suffering prevented.
